But what would have been the Event, 
is very uncertain ; it would probably have pro- 
duced a general War, bloody, lafting and ex- 

nfive ; and, at the End of the War, we might

on the Senfes, and when fuccefsful, it dazzles, 
charms, and captivates common Minds: The mofi 
Stupid can hear the Cannon roar, and know 
when Towns are beaten about the People’s Ears ; 
but the low Foice of Wifdom is heard by few. Men 
will not attend enough, nor take fufficient Pains 
to lay all Things before them, and compare one 
thing with another, to make a right Judgment ; 
which is the reafon why we differ fo much abour 
Negotiations and Treaties relating to Affairs fo ge- 
neral and fo complicated as the Affairs of Europe 
have been: This, however, is evident to all 
Perfons, that the great and prime Intencion of the 
Miniftry, has been Peace abroad, and Profperity at 
home. To thisvatuable End, they have fufter’d 
the Ingratitude of fome, and the little Infults, 
Frowardne/s and Petulancy of others: To this End, 
when our Enemics arm'd, we only put ourfelves 
in a Pofture of general Defence, and a@yully de.

Bnr, fince the Arrival 
of a Courier from Paris, and the Holding of a 
Cabinet Conncil, at which the Emperor was pres 
fent, we have received a Confirmarion of a Likes 
lihood of an Accommodation between the Imperial 
Court and thar of Spain, by the Interpofition of 
his Britannick Majetty.

This Cour: and that of Spain are now labouring 
in good earneft, by all poffible \ierhods to en 
gage the King of Sardinia to declare for the Allice
